It wasn’t until 1819 , when the 
first jo urnal o f the co nv entio n was 
printed, that the American public 
learned o f the pro ceedings. 


Nev ertheless, go ssip was ramp­ 
ant, and at o ne po int during that 
summer, repo rts circulated o f wide 
disagreement amo ng the delegates. 
Apparently the co nv entio n mem­ 
bers decided o n co unterpro paganda, 
fo r o ne newspaper repo rted, “ So 
great is the unanimity , we hear, 
that prev ails in the Co nv entio n . . . 
that It has been pro po sed to call 
the ro o m in which they assemble 
. . . Unanimity Hall” ’ 


When Sept. 17 arriv ed, ho wev er, 
and the co mmittee o n sty le presented 
the finished do cument to the co nv en­ 
tio n, three delegates refused to sign. 
To co nceal this fact, a no te added to 
the do cument read: “ Do ne in Co n­ 
v entio n by the unanimo us co nsent 
o f ‘the States’ present . . 


The Co nstitutio n was ho tly debated 
when it was submitted to the states 
fo r ratificatio n, and ev en tho se who 
had signed it had their do ubts. Ben 
Franklin pro bably summed up the 
feelings o f the 3 9 signers . . . and o f 
all tho se who hav e since admired the 
Co nstitutio n . . . when he said, "I 
co nsent, sir, to this Co nstitutio n, be­ 
cause I ex pect no better, and because 
I am no t sure that it is no t the best.”

In early Biblical day s, all blue stones were 
called sapphires. It was some time later that 
the name became associated only with the hard, 
transparent blue mineral corundum. The other 
blue stones were giv en new names such as lapis 
lazuli, turquoise and azurite. 


Sapphires occur in sev eral other colors 
beside blue — white, y ellow, red and orange. 
The most popular is the Kashmir (Cashmere) 
sapphire in a rare “ v elv ety ” cornflower blue 
shade. It has a somewhat sleepy or soft appear­ 
ance, unlike the other oriental sapphires that 
are a rich roy al blue. 
Cey lon, 
Burma and 
Australia are major sources for sapphires, al­ 
though some stones of a steel blue color are 
found in Montana. 
The v ery popular form of sapphire is the 
stone ex hibiting the natural star phenomenons 
This is termed asterism, and occurs when the 
sapphire is cut en cabochon with a flat bottom 
and conv ex or domed top. Ruby , the red corun­ 
dum and sister gem to sapphire, also may ex ­ 
hibit the star effect. It is caused by three sets 
of reflecting grating or striae, which are parallel 
cry stal growth lines. 


Those bom in September are fortunate to 
hav e the lov ely sapphire as a special and lucky 
birthstone. Both men and women can easily 
find any number of sapphire-set rings, pendants, 
pins, cufflinks or watches. There is a wide price 
range av ailable in our fine collection of sapphire 
pieces, both in the natural gems, and in the new 
sy nthetic sapphires. These latter stones hav e 
almost identical chemical and wearing proper­ 
ties as the natural gems, but of course, at far 
less the cost. The sy nthetic or natural star 
stones are particularly attractiv e, so do stop in 
and see them soon.
